Two lists have 
been made, one for m em bers of th e 
banking com m ittee who wish to be 
heard and the other for members not 
on the com mittee. 
The com m ittee list 
shows the m em bers divided on party 
lines, 
except 
Representative 
Ellis 
(dem., Ky.), who has asked for tim e to 
speak against the bill. 
The other list 
shows fourteen m em bers who w ill 
speak for the bill and th irty against 
it. 
Of th e th irty against it eighteen 
are democrats. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 20.—As soon as 
the regular routine had been disposed 
of in the house yesterday, on motion 
of 
Mr. 
Springer 
of 
Illinois, the 
house 
w ent 
into 
executive 
ses­ 
sion and the debate on the currency 
bill w as resumed. 
Mr. Johnson of In ­ 
diana, one of th e m inority m em bers of 
th e banking and currency com m ittee, 
opened the debate w ith a vigorous 
speech in opposition to the Carlisle 
bilL 
A dm itting the defects in our 
currency system , he said, th eir correc­ 
tion could not be obtained by th e pass­ 
age of a bill along the lines suggested 
by the banking and currency com m it­ 
tee. 
It w as much easier to attack 
th e present system th an offer a safe 
substitute for it. 
The present system 
had given th e country a greenback 
currency w hich enabled the govern­ 
m ent to carry on th e w ar, and it pro­ 
duced a m arket for our bonds in the 
hour of danger and peril. 
The cur­ 
rency it produced had never been ques-* 
tioned. 
W hile 
rem edial legislation 
m ight be advisable, this was no titae 
for experim ental legislation. 
There 
w as no need of indecent speed. 
Con­ 
gress in this m atter could w ell afford 
to m ake haste slowly. 
Mr. W arner (dem., N. Y.) then took 
th e floor in support of the pending 
m easure, saying bankers had indorsed 
th e principles upon w hich th e Carlisle 
bill w as based and in m any peases had 
approved its details. 
Mr. E llis (dem., Ky.) was the first 
dem ocratic m em ber of th e banking 
and currency com m ittee to attack th e 
Carlisle bill. 
He was convinced its 
passage would rem edy none of th e de­ 
fects of th e present financial system 
F or th irty years the dem ocratic party 
had condem ned th e national bank ays 
tem , 
y et 
it 
w as 
now 
proposed 
no t 
only 
to 
perpetuate 
th e 
system , b u t to perpetuate it in 
form m ore objectionable th an th a t in 
w hich it a t present existed. 
Mr. Ellis 
in conclusion criticised the dem ocratic 
p a rty for not passing a tariff bill for 
revenue only! in not repealing out 
rig h t the IO per cent tax on state 
banks and in not restoring silver to its 
position as a money m etal on the same 
term s w ith gold. 
Mr. T erry (dem., Ark.) gave notice of 
an am endm ent to m ake circulating 
notes redeem able by the banks issuing 
them In equal parts in gold and silver. 
A resolution was passed to allow the 
governor of New H am pshire and staff 
on th e floor of th e house to-day during 
th e exercises in connection w ith th e 
dedication of th e statues of W ebster 
and Stark. 
Adjourned. 


N ew H aling by P en sion B ureau. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 20 .—Several thou­ 
sand pension claims w ill be affected by 
a ruling ju st made by A ssistant Secre­ 
ta ry of the In terio r Reynolds, inaugur­ 
atin g a new practice in the considera­ 
tion of cases of widows against whom 
proof of im m orality exists. Judg6 Rey­ 
nolds decided th a t when the commis­ 
sioner of pensions has satisfactory evi­ 
dence th a t a widow has been guilty of 
jjuch im m oral conduct as results in re ­ 
fusal of her application or term ination 
of her pension, any child or children 
of the soldier under 16 years of age a t 
th e tim e the widow’s right to the pen­ 
sion ceases may be granted a pension 
in the same m anner as if the widow’s 
rig h t had term inated by d eath or re­ 
m arriage.

Newell led th e assault on the 
cabin and as he advanced received tw o 
barrels of buckshot in the breast, 
dying instantly.

was passed w ithout division. A senate 
bill 
was 
reported 
and 
passed 
am ending the act of May 18, 1894, giv­ 
ing perm ission to construct a bridge 
over th e M issouri river n ear Jefferson 
City, M a 
T he 
bill 
made certain 
changes in regard to th e draw span of 
th e bridge. 
Senator Allen (pop., Neb.) introduced 
a resolution to investigate th e elec­ 
tions in Alabam a. 
I t provides for a 
com m ittee of five to be appointed a t 
once. 
Mr. Bate (dem., Tenn.) then called 
up th e b ill to establish a national m ili­ 
ta ry park a t th e battlefield of Shiloh. 
T he senate th en took up the N icaragua 
canal bilk 
Mr. Turpie, who had the 
floor w hen th e senate adjourned Tues­ 
day, yielded it to Mr. Cullom, who de­ 
sired to m ake some rem arks on the 
subject. 
He supported the m easure 
w ith much earnestness. 
He believed 
th e im portance and value of th e under­ 
taking to be g reater and beyond any 
consideration of th e actual cost and ex­ 
pense. 
The U nited States should not 
neglect th e opportunity to have the 
canal built w ithin reasonable tim e and 
should also control it. 
Mr. Perkins (rep , Cal.) then spoke 
in favor of the canal. 
Senator Turpie then m ade a critical 
analysis of th e various provisions of 
the bill, and during tne course of his 
rem arks was frequently interrupted 
by Mr. M organ, who in some instances 
questioned th e correctness on th e sen 
a to r’s assertions. 
Ju st before conclud­ 
ing his speech Mr. Turpie offered an 
am endm ent in th e nature of a substi 
to te on th e pending bill providing for 
th e appointm ent of a board of three 
engineers to m ake a survey and esti­ 
m ate of th e cost of th e construction of 
th e canal before any bonds are gua r- 
anteed, and th is he declared w as as far 
as congress ought to go th is session. 
Senator M organ gave notice th ^ t he 
intended to reply to th e rem arks of 
the senator from Indiana, an d the sen­ 
ate adjourned. 


Irrig a tio n L eg isla tio n 
O utlined. 


K e a r n e y , Neb., Dec. 20.—The sec­ 
ond annual state irrigation convention 
came to a harm onious conclusion last 
night. 
The day was devoted chiefly to 
the adoption of resolutions. 
These 
recommend the enactm ent by the forth­ 
com ing legislature of a carefully pre­ 
pared statu te providing for the creation 
of a state irrigation commission. 
The 
senate bill, introduced by 
Senator 
Allen of N ebraska, providing for irri­ 
gation survey of the g reat plains and 
sem i-arid lands of th e U nited States, 
is indorsed. 
I. N. Fort, N orth P latte, 
was elected president. 


D riven to Suicide by R em orse. 


M il w a u k e e , Wis., Dec. 20.—H enry 
Schultz yesterday confessed him self an 
incendiary and said he was driven by 
rem orse to attem pt suicide last week. 
He set fire tw o years ago to th e barn 
of a m an nam ed Brennecke in w hich 
fourteen cows and a large am ount of 
farm m achinery w ere destroyed. 
He 
brooded over th e deed n n t I he deter­ 
m ined on suicide. 
He cut his throat, 
b u t th e wounds w ere not deep enough 
to cause death. 
The police believe he 
is insane. 


N e w O r le a n s , La., Dec. 20.—There 
w as another crisis yesterday in cotton 
labor on the levee, and as a result forty 
ships are lying idle a t th eir w harves 
and th e cotton trade is alm ost para­ 
lyzed. 
Tbs ship agents think th e 
crisis ta enly for a few days and th e 
result w ill be of lasting benefit to the 
port. 
Several m onths ago all th e 
w hite screwmen 
refused 
to w ork 
w ith colored labor, 
and 
the ship 
agents abandoned the negro. The w hite 
longshorem en took a sim ilar step on 
th eir own account and the ship agents 
yielded to them also. 
Several weak 
attem pts were made to restore the 
negro on the levee, b u t he was driven 
off by force and his tools throw n into 
the river. 
The ship agents have ob­ 
tained an injunction from the United 
States Circuit court and the police 
board 
has 
dismissed 
the 
cap­ 
tains 
who 
failed 
to 
do 
th eir 
duty in th e levee riots in November. 
The ship agents and stevedores beld 
consultations w ith th e colored long 
shorem en, which ended in the la tte r 
publishing a declaration they would 
cu t the price on w ork on the levee 
from 50 to 40 cents. 
The cotton people 
took advantage of this declaration, 
and announced 
th a t 
after 
Tues­ 
day 
they 
would 
employ 
long­ 
shorem en, irrespective 
of color or 
m em bership in unions, a t th e reduced 
price of 40 cents an hour. 
The w hite 
longshorem en w ere a t th eir posts a t 
an early hour yesterday, but would 
n o t go to work a t reduced wages. The 
w hite 
screwmen 
then quit 
w ork, 
m aking the strike general so far as 
th e 
w hites 
are concerned. 
The 
colored 
men 
w ere not prepared 
to handle both branches of work, 
therefore no work was done. 
The 
ship agents now propose to fight the 
screwm en as w ell as th e longshore­ 
men, and w ill go to work to-day w ith 
all the labor they can m uster. 
They 
have applied for police protection and 
w ill face all difficulties, as a trium ph 
w ill end the troubles bv w hich the 
cotton trade of this city has been ham ­ 
pered for years past.

is no reason why the screens here 
should be sm aller than elsew here; the 
high price has excluded M assillon coal 
from the lake trade; being harder, the 
coal has a g reater percentage of lum p, 
and it is no more difficult, all things 
considered, to mine 
Massillon coal 
than any other.

W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 2b.—In answ er to 
a resolution Secretary H erbert sent to 
the senate the correspondence betvric-n 
the navy departm ent and 
Admiral 
W alker relative to his 
mission 
to 
H awaii 
last summer. 
It begins on 
M arch 23 last w ith the form al order 
of the secretary detaching the adm iral 
from duty as president of the inspec­ 
tion board. 
Four days after th e issue 
of the first form al order the adm iral, 
w hile in W ashington, 
received in­ 
structions from the secretary m arked 
'confidential. *’ 
A dm iral W alker began his reports 
to the departm ent by a le tte r from 
Honolulu dated April 25, statin g th a t 
he had assumed com mand of th e sta­ 
tion. 
On the 28th of the same m onth 
he w rote a long le tter touching the po­ 
litical situation and giving his im pres­ 
sions. 
On June 23 Adm iral W alker 
notes the receipt of form al announce­ 
m ent of th e action of our senate to­ 
w ard Hawaii, 
n e says: “ This definite 
announcem ent of policy expressed in 
term s so clear and unm istakable has 
strengthened the hands of the ex­ 
isting governm ent and will undoubted­ 
ly assist in the solution of certain dif­ 
ficult questions w hich attend the adop­ 
tion of a constitution and the estab­ 
lishm ent of a perm anent form of gov­ 
ernm ent.” 
The last le tte r is dated a t Honolulu, 
Aug. 17, ju st prior to his departure for 
the U nited States, in accordance w ith 
the perem ptory order from the secre­ 
ta ry set out in the telegram s with 
which th e correspondence begins. 
It 
reads as follows: 
“ I acknow ledge to the departm ent 
the receipt of its telegraphic orders to 
proceed w ith this ship to Mare Island. 
'I gave orders to coal the ship, and 
fixed the 8th as th e day of sailing. 
The com m anding officer of th e H. M. 
S. Champion had announced the re­ 
ceipt of orders to take certain deep-sea 
soundings in the neighborhood of th e 
H aw aiian Islands, to aid in determ in­ 
ing th e feasibility of a cable route, 
and had fixed the 6th as his day of de­ 
parture. 
“ I felt th a t the departure of both 
th e Philadelphia and the Champion 
(the only m en-of-war a t Honolulu) 
would be, under existing political con 
ditions, not favorable to order and se­ 
curity in th e islands. 
In my opinion 
th e republic has am ple strength to 
m aintain itself and preserve peace, and 
would suppress rio t or counter revolu­ 
tion w ith a firm hand; b u t as long as 
foreign vessels lay in the harb o r of 
H onolulu, ready a t a m om ent’s notice 
in th e event of disturbance to land 
forces to secure the safety of life and 
property, it was open to the enem ies 
of the governm ent to say th a t tra n ­ 
quility was m aintained only by the 
presence of those ships. 
“ I t is a fact w hich should not be lost 
sight of th a t English influence is al­ 
w ays opposed to American influence in 
th e H aw aiian islands. 
I t is colonial 
and local in its character, influenced 
largely* if not principally, by trade 
; jealousies, but it is a very pote*nt factor. 
The existence of this antagonism and 
of its influence should alw ays be taken 
into account. 
T heir expression was 
noticeable during th e last few days of 
my stay a t Honolulu, especially before 
M ajor Woodehouse ceased to be m inis­ 
ter. 
The English and royalists were 
equally elated a t the im peding depart­ 
ure of th e Philadelphia. 
“ H ad th e departm ent’s orders given 
me discretion in th e m atter, I should 
have left th e Philadelphia a t Honolulu 
and returned to San Francisco w ith my 
staff by m ail steam er, failing th e a r­ 
rival of th e Charleston by th e 18th; 
b u t as they w ere entirely unqualified, 
I had no choice b u t to obey them .”

Erw in, W. E. Hale and John Day Smith 
form th e legal com bination which wiU 
defend H arry H ayw ard and Mr. E rw in 
has already spent hours going over th e 
route w hich B lixt took and he hee 
made notes of the condition of th e 
country all around th e scene of the 
m urder. 
E nough is know n about th e 
m urder now to w arran t th e statem en t 
th a t th e full story has not been told 
yet.

Cut out one large layer of thin cotton 
batting, a trifle sm aller than the silk, 
and after putting the edges smoothly to­ 
gether, baste them to each other, turn 
over a little bit of the siik all round, 
to bring it even w ith the cotton, and 
tack it down to the latter. 
When this 
is done, spread out the square, cotton 
Bide tow ard you, and double over the 
aides, until they meet in the center, 
where they are joined together. 
This 
will conceal all the cotton. 
Now join 
the outer edges together, overcasting 
them neatly w ith sewing silk of the 
same color as the m aterial, and you 
will have a long, narrow case, open at

“ I do not know her” was the re 
m ark th at each made after lifting the 
cloth from her face. 
The last one to 
look was James Kemmett. 
“ I know her,” he remarked. 
“ It is 
Mrs. Patrick Ford. 
She has been 
missing since last night.” 
He at once 
left 
to 
notify 
the 
husband, 
and it was not many minutes after 
th at Patrick Ford, with John Lawler, 
a brother of the dead woman, together 
w ith Mrs. Lawler, appeared by the 
side of the bier. 
Slowly U ndertaker 
Nelson raised the pall, th a t the three 
m ight look a t the corpse. 
Recognized His Wife. 
“ My God, th a t is my wife!” cried 
Mr. Ford, and then he e taggered back 
to a chair, and sitting down be cried 
like a child. Mr. Lawler and wife also 
identified the body a t first sight. 
“ I w ent home 
about dark last 
night,” said Mr. Ford to a Gazette re­ 
porter, “ when I w ent in I threw my­ 
self on the bed with my clothes all on 
Kate took a pail and w ent out. 
supposed she was going down to the 
river after water. 
I fell asleep aud 
did not wake up until 3 o’clock this 
morning. 
I missed my wife, but 
thought she had gone over to Mr. 
Terrell's, where she frequently visits. 
I left home this morning, but did not 
m istrust th a t anything Uke this had 
occurred.” 
“ Oh, P at,” exclaimed Mrs. Lawler, 
“ why didn’t you give the alarm when 
you missed Kate. 
See how cold and 
w et she is,” and then the heart-broken 
woman bid her face in her hands and 
wept. 
It is supposed th at Mrs. Ford acci­ 
dentally fell into the water, head first 
and face down, and th a t the body 
floated down to the Monterey dam 
during the night. 
“ Kate frequently has lits,’’said Mrs 
Lawler, “ and I think she must have 
had a fit when she fell in ” 
Mrs. Ford was fifty-six years old last 
October. She has no children. 
Coroner’s Jury Called. 
Justice M. S. Prichard, acting as 
coroner, issued a summons to Chief 
Acheson for a jury as follows: A. S. 
Lee, W. H. Pierce, E. W. Vanderlyo, 
C. S. Crow, Thomas Baker and H. C. 

They viewed the remains and 
then adjourned until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon and the rem ains were taken 
to the home on South River street. 
Charles A lbright testified before the 
enquest saw the body floating in the 
river when he was going to his work. 
He was near the culvert on Eastern 
avenue, a t the foot of the Monterey 
hill. The body was then near the iron 
bridge on the north shore. 
And by 
the tim e he arrived a t th a t p art of the 
bridge the body had lodged on the 
crest of the dam, face upwards.

The jury returned a ver­ 
dict of death by accidental drown­ 
ing.

The gigue is an Italian dance, and 
took its name from Giga, the Italian 
name for a fiddle. 
The gavotte was a French dance of 
:->low motion, so called 
from the 
Gavots; the dancers barely lifting 
their feet from the ground. 
A hundred years ago the m inuet 
was a favorite dance in good society. 
General W ashington, on a t least two 
occasions, 
is 
recorded as having 
danced a minuet. 
The lancers was the invention of 
Joseph H art in 1819. 
The title page 
of his original edition of the musie 
says it was danced by the nobility and 
gentry a t Tenby in th at year. 
The polonaise is of Polish origin. In 
1573 Henry III of Anjou was elected 
king of Poland, and among the cere­ 
monies of his coronation was a state­ 
ly march past the throne of all tho 
nobility. 
The word cotillon means petticoat. 
The dance seems originally to have 
been a sort of quadrille in which th e 
skirts of the ladies were held in b o th 
hands and throw n from side to side 
as the dance progressed. 
The schottische was so called from 
a popular idea th at it was a Scotch 
dance. 
It really originated in Bohe­ 
mia, and was introduced into Eng­ 
land in 1648, w here a t first it was 
called the German polka. 
The fandango 
is an Andalusian 
dance, accompanied by the guitar and 
castanets. 
It 
became 
musically 
known through its adoption by both 
Gluck and Mozart, the form er using 
it in his ballet of Don Juan, the latter 
in Figaro. 
The polka is said to be of Bohemian 
origin. 
It was made perm anent in 
1830 by a servant girl who lived at 
Elbeteinitz, the music for it being 
w ritten down and published by a 
local musician named 
Neruda. 
It 
soon became popular and spread all 
over Europe. 
The waltz is claimed by both the 
French and Germans. The form er de­ 
rive it from a Provence dance called 
‘La Volta;” the latter from an old 
German dance named the “ Drehtanz” 
or turning dance. This was introduced 
into France by Louis XIV after the 
conquest of Alsace. 
The contre danse, miscalled country 
dance, is first mentioned in France, 
was taken to England, improved and 
reintroduced to the French in 1715, 
where it became popular. 
As a form 
of composition it has been a favorite, 
Beethoven having w ritten no less than 
twelve, while Mozart has left a large 
number, and the contre danse form is 
common in Haydn’s symphonies and 
concert works,
